patient. But physicians are expected to 
know in a moment what to do; and unless 
they act at once as if they understood the 
disease perfectly, they are considered by 
impatient friends, and by the sick, as in- 
competent. Therefore, to gratify errone- 
. ous opinions of the sick and their friend, 
\ medicine must be administered, experi- 
ments and tests tried, to cure the patient 


of a disease of which the physician has/|. 


no real knowledge. Nature is loaded with 
poisonous drugs, which she cannot expel 
from the system. The physicians them- 
sclves are often convinced that death was 
the result of their use of powerful medi- 
cines for a disease that did not exist. 


“Physicians are censurable, but they are 
not the only ones at fault. The sick them- 
selves, if they would be patient, diet, and 
suffer a little, and give nature time to rally, 
would recover much sooner without the use 
of any medicine. Nature alone possesses 
curative powers. Medicines have no power 
to cure, but generally hinder nature in her 
efforts. She, after all, must do the work of 
restoring.
